These offerings, along with interests on deposits and 
a small reserve fund, brought the entire receipts of th 
vear up to 8,395,007 francs or a little over one million 
dollars.

THE SANTALS AND CuRISTIANTY—A PROMISING 
Fietp—No Caste Barriek—Goop Disposition 
Now that the good readers have made the acquaint- 
ance of the Santals, and know something of their origin, 
raditions, religion, customs and feasts, they will surely 
like@to know what their attitude towards Christianity 
Is Do the Santal ftter ay 1 field for apostolic 
labors? Is there ar ype of many conversions amongst 
them? Yes; most ainly, the Santals offer a most 
promising field to the apostolic laborers for gathering 
a plentiful harvest 
It is a fact that in India, we do not find a great 
number of conversions among the more civilized races, 
which constitute the greatest part of the population. 
Qn the contrary conversions from the civilized races, 
such as the Bengalis, Marahtis, Burmese, are compara- 
tively speaking very few; excepting these, we might 
say, the great bulk of the race continues pagan with- 
out any inclination to Christianity. It is among the 
aboriginal tribes, primitive p such as the Santals, 
Qraons, Mundas, and many others that more numer- 
ous conversions take place ir instance in the neigh- 
boring diocese of Caleutta, there will be only about 
four thousand Bengali Christians, although the Bengalis 
constitute the great majority of the population, whereas 
in the district of Ranchi alone, which is a small por- 
tion of the same r th are above one hundred 
and fifty thousand Chr ' of aboriginal tribes, all 
converted in these last twenty-five vears. There is 
hope that with a sufficient number of missionaries and 
means, all the aboriginal tribes may, at no distant date, 
be converted to Cliristianits 
First as far as external difficulties are concerned, the 
Santals and other tribes have a good many less diffi- 
culties than the other Indians. Other Indians are. as 
it were, chained by their caste rules. For a Bengaii, 
tor instance, to become a Christian means to be entirely 
excommunicated by his own people. leven his nearest 
hith and kin will have absolutely nothing to do with 
him. He will not be allowed to eat with them, not 
even to draw water from the same well: he will be 
driven away from the house, boveotted, and will nox 
he able to live unless he leaves his own village and goes 
where there are other Christians and joins them, 
For the Santals on the contrary there is no such 
Though they have some sort of caste, (for 
instance they will never tntermarry with other tribes). 
vet they are not strict about their caste rules. Bv be 
coming a Christian a Santal is not excommunicated 
by his pagan relatives and he may continue to live 
amongst them without being molested The reason 
that the Santals are not against Christianity; even 
those who do not h to become Christian, are not 
against it, for they are of quite a different character

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A MOMENTOUS MEETING 

The interests of the Third Order of St. Francis 
drew together at St. Bonaventure’s Seminary and Col- 
lege, Alleghany, N. Y. on October 25th, all the Pro- 
vincials of the Friars Minor in the United States, the 
Commissary of the Conventuals and the Father 
Minister of the Friars of the Atonement (Third Order 
Regular of St. Francis). The purpose of this extra- 
ordinary’ gathering was to examine the draft of a 
National Constitution for the Third Order Secular in 
\merica which had been carefully prepared by a com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose, to amend it in any 
way that their united wisdom might suggest and then 
finally to adopt and put it into operation. All of which 
program was happily and unanimously carried through. 

A National Executive Board of Seven Members was 
appointed to meet within three months time, whose 
business it will be to get the machinery of the new 
Constitution into successful operation. 

Among the principal provisions of the Constitution 
are the holding of a National Convention of the Third 
Order once in five years; whereas annual conventions 
are to be held in certain provincial centres of the coun- 
try and sectional meetings at even more frequent inter- 
vals in those cities or places where the Third Order is 
or shall be established. “ 

This meeting of the Franciécan Provincials and 
Heads of the various branches of the Seraphic Order 
in America to thoroughly organize and bind together 
in one united and harmonious association all the con- 
ferences and individual members of the Third Order 
throughout our vast country may well be described as 
MomMENToUusS.
